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| kaa words slip out before you quite 
realize it. For the beauty of Carrara 
Bathrooms, similar to that shown above 
is instantly appreciated the moment seen.

All Carrara colors have this depth and vitality—because an accurate 
grinding removes the glazed surface of the glass, exposing its true 
color, after which the glass is brought to a perfect polish. And Carrara 
colors are permanent and unfading, too—because they are minerals 


fused and blended into the molten glass. 
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VEN an unusual and distinctive bathroom like 
E this is well within the means of the average 
homeowner today. For Carrara now brings its 
beauty to the modest home at a cost scarcely higher 
than that of more ordinary wall materials. In the 
decorated panel above the bathtub, the design has 
been sand-carved into the glass. 


Notice the perfect matching of the joints in the wall. 
Carrara installations are always like that—because 
Carrara plates are uniformly flat and true, without 
warp or wave.

Ready to hand, in Black Carrara cabinets on either side of the lalf- 
sunken bath, are towels and other necessaries. 

There is a satisfying symmetry in the design, and the decorative 
scheme of Black Carrara and gold and many mirrors gives the whole
